Twelve Hiking Trails 
In Forest Preserves 


With the cooperation of city. vil­ 
lage and county officials, including 
the law-enforcing officers of these 
political subdivisions, the State De­ 
partm ent of Finance has begun an 
investigation 
to 
determine 
the 
identity of retailers of 
legalized 
m alt and vinous beverages who are 
operating without a state license. 
Investigators started out Tuesday 
morning from the Chicago office. 
Liquor dispensers are being given 
notice to get a state license within 
48 hours or be subject to fine and 
imprisonment. 
Two days 
later, 
they are coming back to check up. 
Then if a license, costing $50, has 
not been obtained, a w arrant is to 
be sworn out in a police court and 
the offending dealer arrested. 
Director Joseph J. Rice of the 
Departm ent of 
Finance 
reports 
that he is obtaining from municipal 
and county authorities the names 
of all individuals who have not tak ­ 
en out state licenses. 
Lists of lo­ 
cally 
licensed 
retailers 
already 
have been received from Chicago 
and Springfield. 
“The investiga­ 
tion will be state-wide in scope,” 
Director Rice said. “It is the in­ 
tention of the Department to en­ 
force every provision of the new’ 
regulatory law’. 
The Departm ent 
feels that retailers have had ample 
time to acquaint themselves with 
the term s of the law, and to comply 
w’ith them.” 
The law was signed 
by Gov. 
H om er April 26, and w*ent into ef­ 
fect at once, as an “emergency” 
measure. 
When i/ocal License 
Is Lacking 
“In the case of retailers located 
in cities, towns, villages, or coun­ 
ties which have not enacted regula­ 
tory measures, as yet, the D epart­ 
ment will issue so qualified retail­ 
ers a receipt for the state license 
fee of $50. The receipt will be ac­ 
cepted by the Department as evi- 
dnce that the holder has made a 
bona fide attempt to comply with 
the provisions of the law’. 
When 
the local government has taken ac­ 
tion and granted a license to the 
retailer, the state receipt may be 
exchanged for a state license to 
be issued by the Department. 
“As a warning to violators of 
the law*, I call attention to the fact 
that upon conviction they may be 
fined from $25 to $500, or sentenced 
to jail from 30 days to 6 months 
or ooth,” Mr. Rice writes. 
As the beer business is not prov­ 
ing so generally profitable as an­ 
ticipated, it is expected that some 
dealers will drop the sale of such 
beverages as licenses are required 
of them.

DEAD, STOP 
COLLECTION 


Supreme Court Finds Law 
Unconstitutional; No 
Rehearing 


The State Administration’s Sales 
Tax law wras knocked out Wednes­ 
day by the State Supreme court, 
the decision being unanimous. All 
seven members of the court concur­ 
red in the opinion that the law 
w’as unconstitutional, 
hence void. 
In brief, the exemption of farm 
products and of gasoline from the 
provisions of the bill, were found 
in conflict with the constitutional 
provision th at taxation 
m ust be 
uniform on 
property 
within the 
state; also the dual disposition of 
the tax money, mainly relief in 
Cook county and schools dowmstate, 
was another defect in conflict with 
the Constitution. 
Merchants, therefore, have ceas­ 
ed to collect the 3 per cent tax. As 
Attorney General Kerner has an­ 
nounced th at he will not seek a re­ 
hearing of the case, some stores 
are going ahead with refunds, al­ 
though a general statem ent as to 
] this, is not possible as this paper 
goes to press.

Farmers Procure Rise 
In Price for Milk; 
2-3 Cent a Quart 


“Base” milk will bring to pro­ 
ducers $1.75 a IOO pounds instead 
of $1.45, beginning next Monday, 
May 15; as a result of an 18-hour 
conference Wednesday between the 
Pure Milk Association (producers) 
and distributors 
in the 
Chicago 
area. 
This means that the farm ­ 
ers will get about % of a cent a 
quart more, which may mean a rise 
of one cent a quart retail. 
IA delegation of ten milk produc­ 
ers left yesterday for Washington 
to confer with the new’ federal food 
adm inistration in regard to main­ 
taining a 
reasonable 
return to 
farm ers in the Chicago milk shed 
for the costs of production. 
The 30 cent increase 
applies, 
however, to only 90 per cent of 
each farm er’s basic quantity. The 
other 30 [per cent will go for the 
92 score butter fat plus 20 per cent. 
For surplus, or excess milk pro­ 
duced, butter fat prices will apply.

The present adm inistration has 
shown its friendliness towards an 
agricultural relief measure w’hicn 
everybody hopes will prove benefi­ 
cial not only to agriculture but to 
the nation as a w’hole, W’hich will 
be the case if it proves helpful to 
agriculture. 
It is cnlL fitting, therefore, that 
the Cook County Farm Bureau 
should stage a celebration; for it 
is thru the efforts of the Farm Bu­ 
reaus that the measure has found 
its way step by step up to pas­ 
sage.

He was first em­ 
ployed as foreman at the Dee ring

Fullerton avenues, w'hich was con­ 
sidered away out in the country at 
that time. 
Louisa Schoole Grosse, his wife, 
was born in Chicago. 
She is sev 
enty-three years old. 
and father died when she w*as eight 
years old and she w*as i eared as an 
orphan by relatives and friends. In 
1883 they w*ere married and short­ 
ly afterw ard moved out to Higgins 
road, Mr. Grosse starting a black­ 
smith shop w est of the Des Plaines 
river. 
In the early days he used to shoe 
oxen, which some of the western 
farm ers used to haul their produce 
to Chicago, and he recalled the days 
when cattle and horses were driv­ 
en into Chicago along the Higgins 
road trail and 
the

Mr. Grosse was an excellent black­ 
smith and is said to have been the 
first blacksmith in Cook county to 
put new points on plows.
